Lowpon, July 6.—The marriage of the Duke 
of York, Prince George of Wales, and Princess 
Victoria Maria of Teck, an event to which all 
England has been looking forward with deep 
interest, took place at 12:30 o’clock to-day in 
the Chapel Royal, st. James Palace. The 
wedding was a brilliant function and was at- 
tended by a large gathering of the members 
of the British royal family, continental sov- 
ereigns or their representatives, and many 
members of the highest nobility. The 
weather was beautiful, and it there is any 
truth in the old proverb. Happy is the bride 
whom the sun shines on, the new Duchess 
of York will be exceedingly happy. for a 
more splendid day has.seldom been seen in 
The occasion was made one of 
national rejoicing and a partial British holi- 


day. 
THE BEIDAL ROUTE. 

Great crowds of people gathered many 
deep along the line of the route from Ruyck- 
ingham Palace up Constitution Hill, through 
Piccadilly, St. James street and Marlvor- 
ough Gate to the garden entrance to St. 
James Palace,which is situated on the north 
side of the mall, The decorations along the 
fine of the royal procession were profuse and 
beautiful. The roadway was kept open by 
the Household troops in their glittering uni- 
forms, by detachments drawn from the 
military depots, by the Metropolitan volun- 
teersand militia, by Middlesex Yeomanry 
and by the police. The scene was full of life, 
and movement, and the ceremony eclipsed 
in pomp and splendor any recent state cere- 
monial in connection withthe British court. 

THE ROYAL PROCESSION. 

The royal party, left Buckingham Palace in 
four processions, the first conveying the 
members af the household and distinguished 
guests. The next procession included the 
Duke of York and his supporters, the Prince 
of Walesand the Duke of Lexinburg. The 
bride came in the third procession, accom-

Each pro- 
cession was accompanied by a life guards 
escort, and in addition to this the Queen had 
an escort of Indian, native and Australian 
horses. Her majesty rode in the handsome 
Klass coach used at the opening of Parlia- 
ment and on other special occasions. The 
body ar the carriage, which is of Irish manu- 
facture, having been built in Dublin, ts 
painted a dark rea color, and its richly gilt 
panels are adorned with the royal arms. 
The roof is surmounted by a crown and 
bordered with a wreath of gilt roses, thistles 
and Shamrocks, The cheering as the royal 
carriage drove forward was immense. 
AT THE CHAPEL. 

The members of the royal family and 
guests on alighting at St. James Palace, 
walked to the State apartments and subse - 
quently down the grand staircase under the 
Color Court Colonade to the seats reserved 
for them in the chapel. Her majesty 
alighted in the Ambassador's Court under 
4 specially errcted canopy over the glass 
loors of the passage leadingto the chapel. 
Thence she walked to the haut pas at the 
sorth end of the edifice, The spot was 
eautifully adorned with palms anu flowers 
rom the royal conservatory, and carpeted 
‘ith crimson. Upon the same platform 
seats were provided for the Prince and 
Princess of Wales, the bride and bridegroom 
andthe other members of the family and 
guests trom abroad. The members of the 
diplomatic body, including the members of 
the United States embassy and the other 
invited guests, occupied special seats in the 
body of the chapel and in the royal and east 
galleries.

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The Union Depot Company Still Has Its 
$150,000.

HAS NOT BEEN CONTRIBUTED TOWARD 
WIDENING MAREET STREET. 


Last Night’s Discussion in the House of 
Delegates About the Clark Avenue 
Bridge Money Being Usei for Other 
Purposes Based on Mistaken Beliefs— 
Mr. McMath and My. Murphy Talk. 


Several members of the of Delegates 
expressed their inaignati at the meeting 
last night at the manner in which a resolution 
of that body has apparently been ignored by 
the Board of Public Improvements. 
resolution requested the Board 
to take some steps towards having 
the proposed new bridge across Clark ave- 
nue south of thenew Union Depot erected 
as soon as possible, as the peopleliving in 
that vicinity were loudly clamoring for it. 
Mr. Ryan said that President McMath of the 
board had been asked what action was pro- 
posed to be taken andareply received that 
he did not Know. . 

Mr. Kinnavey said that he had seen the 
Street Commissioner and had been in- 
formed that the Union Depot company had 
paid over the $150,000 provided to be paid for 
the bridge by the ordinance, but he thought 
the money would be used by the city for 
the purpose of widening the streets 
around the depot. Th!s was not the purpose 


‘for which the money was donated, Mr. Kin- 


navey contended, and asthe people wanted 
the bridge it ought to be built. 

The trouble about building the bridge, as 
heretofore published in the Posr-Disraron, 


has deen the immense amount of money 
the city would have to pay out for property 
which would have to be condemned for the 
urpose of securing proper approaches to. 
he structure. 
The entire 
gone over 
and a plat 
roperty which would have to be condemned 
or the purpose. It was roughly estimated 
that this would cost about §250,000 alone, so 
that the $150,000 of the depot company’s 
money would be vastly inadequate for the 


purpose. 

A proper bridge would cost 
the amount given by the de- 
pot company to the ‘tity. and the problem 
presented to the Board of Public Improve - 
ments was, where would the city raise the 
$250,000 to pay for condemned property? This 
was not solved and has not been yet, and 
hence the members of the board claim they

Verdict of the Coroner’s Jury in the Case 
of Coby Jackson.

IRL HICKS’ FORECAST. 


The Weather Prophet Tells What May Be 
Expected This Summer. 


Rev. Irl Hicks was seen this morning by a 
Post-DISPATCH reporter and gave his prog - 
nostications for July. He sald: 

„By the 4th a warm wave will be well de- 
fined on the Western side of the country, the 
barometer will be falling in the same region 
and storms will start toward the East. From 
the 4th to the 7th all the phenomena of a reg- 


ular storm period maybe expected at all 
points, marching in regular order rom the 
west toward the east. 

Fair weather to the East, growing warmer, 
with winds from East to south during the 
early part ofthe storm are as much part of 
the phenomena ofa period as storms of rain, 
wind and thunder. Cooler westerly 
winds, with a rising barometer, in 
regions west of the storm area are physical 
necessities, fallingin and bringing up the 
rear the moment the storm area passes east 
ofany given point.’

| TO ANSWER THE CHARGE OF ASSAULT, 


He Says That He and Mrs, Kunicke 
Were Having a Good Time by Ap 
pointment When Her Husband Ap- 
peared and He Ha- ut ina Struggle 
—Police News. i 


Percy 8. Foulk,.who is charged by Mrs, 
Hugh Kunicke of 216° Market street with 
attempting to criminally assault her last 
Tuesday night at her home during the ab- 
sence of her husband, surrendered himself to 
Chief Desmond shortly after noon to-day, 
Aceording to the story told by the woman, 
Foulk forced his way intoher homeand 
made an indecent proposal to her, She at - 
tempted to run from the house, she said, 
when Foulk threw her onthe floor and at- 
tempted by force to accomplish. his 
purpose. Her 5-year-old daughter, 
who was in the room, screamed 
and attracted the attention of neighbors 
who came to her assistance. On their ap- 
proach, she states, Foulk ran from the house 
and escaped. 

The statement made from Foulk differs 
materially from that of Mrs, Kunicke. He 
claims that he went to the house by appoint- 
ment. A friend of his, he states, introduced 
duced himto her. This friend, he claims, 
knows a woman named Hattie 
who occupies the upstairs apartments in the 
same honse with Mrs. Kunicke. Monday 
night, he claims, all four of them were 
around in different _wine-rooms drinking 
until 2 0’clock in the morning. Tuesday, he 
alleges, he went to the house by appolnt - 
ment for the purpose of having a good 
time. A number of cans of 
beer, he says, were purchased 
and consumed in futherance of the plan un- 
til both were considerably under the influ- 
ence of liquor. He wag fooling with the 
woman, he says, when she fell over on the 
floor, dragging him over on top of her, Her 
daughter, he thinks, supposed that her 
mother was hurt and commenced to 
scream, Just about that time, he 
states, Mr. Kunicke appeared on the 


scene, and he took to his heels, leaving the 
woman to *‘square’’ things with her hus- 
band. He supposes that she told the story of 
the alleged assault to shield herself, 

The police, in place of locking Foulk up, 
sent him out with en officer to Investigate 
and, if possible, verify his story. Foulk is a 
traveling salesman employed by Berry Bros., 
704 North Fourth street.

Judse Burke and the Stewards at Washing 
ton Park ha ve inaugurated an investigation 
ofthe running of the California horse, Re- 
volver, which won atthe big Chicago track 
the other day at 30 to 1. The horse was 
heavily backed at this fancy price by his 
owner, B. C. Hally,of unsavory memory. Ac- 
Sordingto reports, there are several sus- 
picious circumstances connected with the 
running of Revolver, which the authorities 
dt the aristocratic ‘*Windy City“ course 
consider requires thorough probing. Hally 
is wellknown to the local turfites as the 
owner of El Rayo, the horse that ran 
third in the Club Members’ handicap 
and shortly after this performance, at 1 to 
10, was defeated by the Lakeland Stable’s 
plater, Eli Kendig, for a selling stake, At 
the time, it will be remembered, the Post- 
DISPATCH Called attention tocertain matters 
in connection with the race which demanded 
investigation, 

The matter, however, was never looked 
into officially, but Judge Burke evidently did 
not forget the occurrence and reported Holly 
tothe Washington Park stewards at the first 
sign of queer work’’on the Californian’s 
part. Tod Sloan, well known to the local 
turfites, had the mount on Revolver 
the day he won. The inconsistent 
performing of the horse previous to his vie- 
tory, however, is what is being investigated, 
so Tod is in no danger in connection with the 
matter. It looks as if. when he was given 
the mount on the horse, Holly was ready to 
win, and had his money, and lots ot it, 
Gown. 

Holly has a cracking good stable including. 
as it does, El Rayo, a horse that can win 
almost anywhere, Francesca, Revolver and 
‘Other good ones, and if he happens to be 
severcly set down upon in the present mat- 
ter, it will be a costly affair for him. Clancy, 
who rides most of his horses, was one of the 
best boys seen in the saddle at the recent 
Fair Grounds meeting. 

The factthat the Washington Park Club 
think the Californian’s method of racing 
worthy of investigation should prick the con- 
sciences of the st. Louis Jockey Club officials, 
who, in the face of a strong public sentiment 
and in the light of strong evidence furnished 
the by this paper, ignored the most openly 
crooked race that was ever run on the Fair 
Grounds track. 

TRACK AND STABLE GOSSIP.

Sensstiona! Story Frem Cincinnati Wh‘ch 
Yay Do Chamberlain Greivous Wrong. 


Somebody in Cincinnati has been hitting 
the pipe. From hiscloudy vision a sensa- 
tional story has been evolved to the effert 
that Eaton (Chamberlain attempted to throw 
the July 4morning game to Philadelphia be- 
cause a friend of bis named Brill had bet 
heavily against the home team. There is not 
the slightest foundation of proof to support 
the story. Chamberlain’s actions on the 


fleld belie the charges. He pitched poorlx, 

but that is no argument. Breitenstein 
pitched a miserable game here Tuesday 
morning, but was in magnificent form in the 
afternoon, yet no one would dare to say he 
tried tothrow the morning game. The fact 
of the matteris that Chamberlain proved 
conclusively that he was not in collusion 
with any one by his fielding and 
work at the bat. A man cannot help pitch- 

ing poorly, but he cun make errors and re- 

fuse to bat the ball if he is bent on crooked 
work. 

Chamberlain feided his position splendidly 
and kis triple- bagger scored three runs for 
the Cincinnatis and put them inthe game 
again after they looked to be out of it. In 
view of these facts, which cannot be re- 
garded as accidental, the charges against 
Chamberlain will not be swallowed whole by 
the base ball public. It seems that the 
young man has been done a grievous wrong. 

the story brings to mind the contrast be- 
tween base ball and horse racing as mediums 
for crooked work. Hardly a day passes 
that the cry of crookedness does not 
rise up from some of the big tracks and to 
those who are familiar with the details of 
racing the opportunities for wrong doting are 
known to be enormous. On tue ball field, 
however, it would take a genius to throw a 
game without detection and ninety-nine 
iimes out ofa hundred if a player were bent 
on crookedness he would not get an oppor- 
tunity to carry out his nefarious schemes, 
The diamond is almost free from the curse of 
gambling and neither the playersor their 
employes areinthe gamefor anything but 
the money they can make out of it legiti- 
mately. In one respect the vall player of to- 
day isiikeanactor. He is hired to play a 
part and if he does it well is applauded and 
attracts big audiences. If he plays poorly he 
is hissed and released. 

Instances of crookedness on the diamond 
are fewand far between. The first instance 
recorded happened away back in 1865, when 
tne Eckfords defeated the Mutuals by 28 to 11. 
much to every one's surprise. It turned out 
Rrlerwards that three players, Duffy, Wans- 
ley and Deryn, had sold out the game. Dulty 
was afterwards reinstated and played short 
stop for Chicagoin 1870 and 1871. The most 
notorious incident happened in 1877, when A. 
H, Nichols, Jim Devlin, George Halland W. 
H. Crover were expelled and blacklisted by 
the Loulsvilie club for ‘*crooked 
play.’’ In 1882 Richard Higham, a pro- 
fessional turned umpire, was expelled by the 
League, having been charged by President 
Thompson of the Detroit club with having 
agreed to furnish information to Detroit 
gamblers how to bet in scertain games he 
was to umpire inthe East. 

The terrible sincerity with which crooked- 
ness bas been investigated and punished at 
every appearance on the diamond has made 
base ball the cleanest professional sport of 
the day.

AS TO THE NATIONAL AIR. 


The Navy Department's Adop'ion of the 
Star-Spengled Banner“ Is Goaod. 


From tarper’s Weekly. 

An esteemed correspondent writes to com- 
plain, or, rather, to lament, that the United 
States has no single recognized national air. 
With three candidates for the place, he finds 
that weare unable to choose between them, 
and are consequently the only considerable 
nation on earth which has notfixedupon a 
single representative tune. They are The 
Star-Spangled Banner. Hail, Columbia,“ 
and America““ (not to mention Tankee 


Doodle“ ), all of which are played indiscri mi. 
nately whenever occasion calls for the na- 
tional music. Of these three tunes one, 
America, belongs to England, where it 
has been long known and cherished as God 
Save the Queen.’’ That one, at least, is 
stolen property in the United States, and can 
never with propriety be claimed as ours, Of 
the other two aims our correspondent says 
that both have had official recognition in the 
navy,the practice having deen to play Hall, 
Columbia,’ ’ at morning, and ‘‘the Star 
Spangled Banner, at evening Colors.“ 
The new navy regulations, however, order 
the latter tune to be played on both occa- 
sions, so that the navy has one recognized 
national air at last. 

This is an interesting precedent and we 
are glad to note it. It probably comes as 
near to the choice of a tune by governmental 
action as we are likely to get, Congress is 
hardly likely to legislate onthe subject of a 
national air, nor is it likely that the Presi- 
dent could be induced to name one by proc- 
lamation, but ifthe Army and Navy Depart- 
ments can agree on a tune, they can enforce 
their choice upon the army and navy bands, 
which should go far toward setting the 
fashion and bringing the matter to settle- 
ment. 

Once the choice of the tune is settled, is 
could be taughtin the A schools. That 
would happen naturally in most school, 
where the pupils are taught to sing at allt 
and it would be sure to happenin the public 
schools of this and some other States, where 
at presenta systematic effort is being made 
to cultivate in the pupils a sentiment for the 
national flag.

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BREAK BUTLER’s CINCH. 


The garbage predicament has turned out 
just as the Post-DisPATcH said it would. 
Boss Butler has the city in his power and 


Gah force it to accept his own terms. 


When the House of Delegates suddenly 
changedits mind and passed the Council 
garbage bill it was suggested that the situ- 
ation was about as satisfactory to Mr. Butler 
as the continuance of the work under the 
old ordinance would have been. The House 
had kindly held up the bill until there was 
nochance for thecity to make any ar- 
rangement without falling temporarily 
into the clutches of Butler. The advantage 
he takes of his monopoly opportunity is 
shown by his outrageous proposi- 
tion to charge the city F500 
a day for collecting the garbage. 
There is no reason to think that he will be 
any less grasping in making a contract for 
a term of years than for a few months, if 
the power is left in his hands. 

The fault is with heedless and neglect- 
ful city officials and a subservient House of 
Delegates. Butler is only using an oppor- 
tunity which the carelessness of officials 
and his pull on city legislators 
brought to his hand. But the 
present administration should show its 
worth by reducing the disastrous results 
of Butler’s advantage to a minimum. 
Preparations should be made for garbage 
collection under municipal supervision. 
It is better to suffer from an excess of op- 
pressive exaction for a short time in order 
to secure a permanent and good conclu- 
sion than to be ‘‘squeezed’’ for years with 
little prospect of having the work properly 
done.

AS TO CHILDREN. 


Secretary Hoke Smith made an excellent 
talk at Asbury Park on the care and 
education of children. He said that 
children should have the personal atten- 
tion of parents. He scolded fathers 
and mothers who permitted business 
or society to so occupy their time 
and attention that they had no op- 
portunity to become acyuainted with 
their offspring. He said it should be 
the first and highest care of parents to see 
to the development and education of those 
for whose coming into the world they are 
responsible and whose futures depend so 
much upon them. 

Not a word can be said against the 
Secretary’s plea in behalf of children. 
Every word was a fit word spoken in good 
season, but he used an. unfortunate 
example in connection with the subject 
ofchildren. He pointed to Massachusetts 
and said ‘‘every State should emulate 
Massachusetts.’’ It is true that Massa- 
chusetts runs education on a high plane. 
There is almost a schoolhouse for every 
child in that State. In some towns, it is 
said, there are more teachers than 
children, and the problem is not to 
get schools for the children, but 
to find children for the schools. 
The trouble is not with the over- production 
of schools, but the under-production of 
children. Massachusetts can well afford 
to load the few rare specimens of the 
young ofthe human species found within 
her borders with the finest fruits of bean- 
fed intellectuality, but hers is a bad exam- 
ple for other States to follow. The high 
education of children there is obtained at 
too great a loss to the population of the 
country.

verdict in the Palen case is that the 

boy ¢ame to his death through an electric 

shock from a Bell telephone wire winch 
had fallen during a storm. 

The officers of the Bell company have al- 
ways contended that there was no pain or 
death in a ‘telephone wire, that so far as 
danger was concerned the wires were per- 
fectly innocuous when strung on poles. 
This may be accepted as true when they 
are not charged with a deadly electric cur- 
rent, Dead wires“ are never deadly, 
and it may be true too that the current 
used for telephone purposesis not strong 
enough to kill. But when one of these wires 
receives a charge from one of its electric 
light neighbors on the same poleit becomes 
dangerous and kills babies who chance to 
touch it. And when it is allowed to drag 
on the ground for hours it is likely to kill 
several babies. All this is practically ad - 
mitted by the telephone people through 
the testimony of their superintendent and 
by the payment of asum of money to the 
Falen family. Hence we may conclude 
that the Bell claim that telephone wires 
are not dangerous is meant to apply only 
when there is no electricity in them. 

All these accidents, said to be ‘‘rare’’ 
by the wire companies, are due to the over- 
head system. They constitute the strong- 
est argument for the underground plan and 
as they are growing less rare every week 
we may expect the appearance of a public 
sentiment which the companies will find 
The wires can be 
put under ground by order of the city gov- 
ernment and no injustice need be done to 
anybody. Human life is more sacred than 
monopoly profits and no wrong will be 
done if some of these profits are sacrificed 
in the interest of the public safety.

SOUND POLICE MAXIMS. 


Inspector Williams of New York has 
been on the Metropolitan police force for 
about twenty-seven years, and a brief 
speech he delivered at the opening of a 
new station shows that he has garnered 
wisdom from experience. We quote some 
of the choicest of the terse and excellent 
maxims he gave to his men, which were 
culled from his address by the WORLD: 


Be a gentleman at all times. serve the 
people. Treat strangers in the city 
especially well. Never make a personal 
matter ofan arrest. Never use force unless 
absolutely necessary. When you have an 
arrest to make, make it. The man that does 
not drink is better offthan the most 
moderate drinker. The brains that God 
gave you are never improved by alcohol, 
and you must be clear-headed at all times. 
Be brave; remember that you are one of 
the finest,’’ and work to make its reputa- 
tion even higher. Listen to everybody's 
story, and do your best to right their 
grievances. Make no distinction between 
the man from First avenue and the man 
from Fifth avenue. 

With a few local changes these maxims 


are worthy of embodiment in the police 
rules of this or any other city. They em- 
brace practically all the principles that 
should regulate police conduct. They 
should be pasted in the helmet of every pa- 
trolman with an order to read them every 
time he takes it off.

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THEY PROFIT BY OUR FOLLY. 


British journals have sounded the warn- 
ing which English manufacturers and 
traders have expected but dreaded to 
hear ever since the corn law days. They 
are plainly informed that when the Amer- 
ican medieval system of tariff taxation 
for the purpose of restricting trade is 
abolished, as it soon will be, the English 
will have to fight for commercial suprem- 
acy, and are likely to be worsted. 

A reform of the American tariff involv- 
ing the abolition of its protective features 
has long been acknowledged by clear- 
headed Englishmen asan event fraught 
with the gravest consequences to British 
trade. As longas we shut ourselves up 
and refused to trade with anybody but 
ourselves England looked upon us with 
gratified contempt. She had nothing to 
fear from the policy of cowardice which 
we adopted, and for thirty years or more 
the chief source of her revenues, public 
and private, has been a commerce 
and carrying trade possible only as 
long as we kept out of the competition. 
Our folly was her opportunity and she 
made the most of it. 

This anxiety of the English concerning 
our new revenue policy ought to be very 
suggestive to the timid souls who fear to 
adopt a thorough programme. They 
would not worry so much unless they 
knew that the abolition of restrictions on 
American trade would be attended with 
serious consequences to them. Their pros- 
perity is largely artificial, depending upon 
the circumstances noted, and when the 
circumstances are changed it will be re- 
duced to its natural proportion. England 
will then depend altogether upon her own 
energy and resources, not as now, so much 
upon the _ stupidity of her American 
cousins. Those who fear a radical reform 
and extensive reduction in the tariff duties 
should not forget that their chief com- 
petitors hope that they will let the tariff 
alone.

‘Krnastox, N. V., July 6.—During a terrible 


lightning storm that passed over this city 
last night, Vandusen Bros.’ powder maga- 


— — Lake, a small settlement on 


thé ou ot the city, was struck by light- 
ning and completely demolished. There 
were about fifty-five kegs of powder in the 
magazine and theexplosion blew that brick 
structure to atoms, destroyed several build- 

ings near by and injured nine persons, two 
men and seven women and children. The 
terrible flash was followed by a aull roar, 


and many persons rushed from their houses 


in terror, thinking the oy had Deen visited 


by am earthquake. 
Antonio Prussack with his family occu- 
pied, thé second floor of one of the demol- 


‘ished buildings. He was sitting in his bed-. 
room talking to his wife when the crash 


came. The walls and roof fell in and Prus- 
sack and his wife and children were seriously 
cut and bruised by flying bricks, glass and 
other détiris. 

John Conwar with his wife and children 
occupied the third floor of the same house, 
and when the crash came was reading a pa- 
per in the kitchen, while the rest of the fam- 
uy were sitting in different parts of the 
room. They were hurled from their chairs, 
khocked unconscious and severely cut and 
bruised by falling timbers. 

Another small house on a hill near the mag- 
azine was partly demolished. It was occu- 
pied by George Sewolski and hisfamily. He 
and the children escaped with only a severe 
shaking up, but Mrs. Sewolski was badly cut 
by flying glass and plaster. 

The nine wounded persons were carried to 
a saloon near by. Some of them presented 
a sickening spectacle as they lay on the floor 
covered with blood, and it was heartrending 


to hear their cries as the doctors dressed | 


their wounds. The most severely injured of 
all is Mrs. Sewolski, who had a cut several 
inches in length across her scalp and was 
also severely hurt internally. 

Many of the telephones throughout the 
city were burned out during the storm and 
the electric light plant was disabled, so that 
many stores and residences were in tctal 
darkness. The sky along the western hori- 
zon presented a peculiarly weird appearance 
and the flashing lightning and deafening 
thunder was awful in its grandeur. 

The powder magazine was owned by the 
Schaglicoke Powder Co. of Buffalo and was 
used by Vandusen Bros., who acted as their 
agents in this city and vicinity. 


BURNING OF THE UNION BETHEL. 

Nr. Pau, July 6.—Last night’s fire at the 
Union Bethel onthe river front resulted in 
at least five deaths and a large number of in- 
jured, some of whom will probably die. Mrs. 
Jennie Peake, aged 35 years, the Matron of 
the institution, aman named Shaughnessy, 
and three as yet unidentified men, are dead. 
Lulu Morgan, the 13-year-old daughter of 
Supt. Morgan ‘of the Mission, is at St, Luke’s 
tal in a precarious condition, and a 
dozen others are more or less injured. 

The upper works of the boat were com- 
pletely consumed, but the hull remains. 
examination of the ruins has not yet been 
made, although the possibility is that other 
bodies may be found. The transient char- 
acterof many of those who were at the 
Bethel makes it uncertain just how many 
were lost until a thorough investigation of 
the burned boat has been made.

A HORSE IN A 


The Remarkable Experience of a Farm- 
er Sick Horse.

Felix Hubbard is a tiller of the soil. The 
little patch of mother earth he calls his own 
is located to the east ofthe city, about one 
mile beyond the Bayview Asylum and a half 
mile north of Eastern avenue. Access is 
gained tothe place bya road which makes 
off from Eastern avenue and winds about 
near the Hubbard farm-house. Yearin and 
year out Farmer Hubbard has worked away 
and sown his seed. The earth has yielded 


him a comfortable income. 

His only assistant in his honest occupation 
has been a faithful old mare, Bess by name. 
For over fifteen years the animal has been in 
possession of Farmer Hubbard, and even 
when he purchased her she was not so young 
as she used to be. However, the investment 
was a good one, and when Farmer Hubbard 
went to the stable last Sunday morning and 
found old Bess about to ‘‘climb the golden 
stair,’’ or make her entree to the place 
where all dead horses go, he remarked that, 
though her plowing days were over, she 
never kicked at work and had earned her 
long rest. 

The old mare was certainly ina bad * 
It was only after great dificulty that the 
beast got upon her feet, and when once up- 
right had to be jacked up with ropes. Think- 
ing a little exercise would do her good, Mr. 
Hubbard led the faltering mare out into the 
barn-yard, but no sooner had she got out 
into the open air than Bess fell over, as if 
reconciled tothe inevitable. Shortly after 3 
o’clock in the afternoon old Bess kicked the 
bucket. 

The body of the faithful mare lay in the 
rors all night, and the next morning Mr. Hub- 

ard borrowed a mule from a relative named 
Cromwell and, making fast a rope tothe hind 
legs of the dead horse, the body was dragged 
over a field and deposited alongside a small 
stream about an eighthofa mile from the 
barn. The next day (Tuesday) Mr. Hubbard 
gathered a lot of brush and covered the dead 
apimal entirely, 

Friday afternoon the farmer noticed a horse 
grazing in the vicinity of the stream, and 
without delay went over to investigate haw 
the beast of burden got into his place und to 
see whose horse it was. There was somethin 
familiar about the animal. He wondere 
where he had seen it before. 

When he got alongside the beast he was 
nearly paralyzed. It was old Bess—alive. 
Slightly disfizured she was, to be sure, but 
alive, very much alive. fhen the farmer 
recovered from his surprise and bad reassured 
himself that the animal was nota spirit 
from horse heaven, he secured the red mare 
Py the forelock, She walked meekly with 
him to.the stable. 

‘ir. Hubbard called his sister to the stable 
so that she might identify the mare and con- 
vince him that he was not dreaming. Leav- 
ingthe stable the bewildered farmer trotted 
off to pay a visit to the last resting place’’ 
of his Old Bess was not 
there. The brush which had been heaped 
upon he body was strewn about. Then he 
felt convinced that Bess had surely risen 
from the dead. 

Mr. Hubbard on returning tothe barn found 
the mare anne as of old, in her stall. 
Since her return to life the mare has given no 
signs of leaving in the near future. It 16 
thought that the mare was in a trance for 
five days. To all appearances Bess is as sound 
as an old dollar, but is as homely as the gen- 
eral run of old horses. She is a dark bay 
with a white forehead and white locks at her 
hind heels.

CHERRIES ARE RIPE. 


How to Can Them Properly for Future 
5 Use. 


From the New York Tribune. 

To can cherries, procure sound, ripe fruit. 
Fruit which is partialiy ripe, as we have 
often said before, is never fit for canning, 
although some authorities recommend such 
fruits, but the result is always unsatisfac- 
tory. Look the cherries over very carefully. 
Do not stone them. Some housekeepers clip 
off half the stem; others prefer to remove 


the whole stem; this isa matter of fancy. 
When the fruit is all prepared put it into 
clean cans and cover it with a light syrup, in 
the proportion of five pounds of granulated 
sugar to five pints of cold water. This 
should be enough syrup. for ten quarts of 
cherries. f 

After filling the jars tothe brim with syrup, 
put on the covers, leaving the rubbers on— 
or, if they are patent cans, close them. 
Pack the jarsin a large, flat-bottomed ket- 
tle and put them on a rack used for the pur- 
pose. Pack towels between the jars to pre- 
vent their knocking together; or, if more 
convenient, wisps of hay will serve. Pour 
lukewarm water into the boiler as high up as 
the necks of the jars. Let the water boil and 
cook the cherries in this way for fifteen min- 
utes after the water begins to boil. 

At the end of the time remove the jars one 
by one tua shallow pan containing a little 
boiling water. Take off the covers and fill 
them up again with boiling syrup, which 
should have been reserved for this purpose. 
Considerable syrup will have been absorbed 
during the cooking, leaving space for the new 
syrup. Put on the rubbers and seal the cans 
uptight. When the jars are cold tighten 
them again with all your strength, wipe 
them of witha cloth and they are ready to

{The Murderer and Bank 223 Who Is to Be 
Hanged To- Night.] 


Friday morning, the 2 murderer 
Droke down and wept ditterly. It was a 
complete surprise to him, for he had been 
fullofhope. Hesaid: ‘‘I don’t see how the 
board could arrive at any. such a decision in 
view of the evidence presented to it. Itis 
something I cannot understand. His voice 
then choked up with sobs and the scene was 
@ pathetic one. His only hope now 
is with the Governor, who has the 
power to grant him a respite. 
Van Loon’s deed was the most daring rob- 
bery, followed by murder, that ever took 
place in the State. The robbery was an imi- 
tation of the Jesse Jamesand Dalton meth- 
ods. Van Loon dropped down in the qulet 
Village of Columbus Grove on the afternoon 
of Aug. 8, 1891, and went direct to a hard- 
ware store located next door to the Colum- 

bus Grove Bank. 

He orderedthe hardware dealer to show 
him some revolvers, purchased one and had 
every chamber loaded, and then started to 

walk out without paying for it. He was 
called upon to settle and replied by covering 
the hardware man with the revolver. This 
settied the argument, and Van Loon dashed 
out of the store and into the bank. He or- 
dered the cashier, T. W. Maple, to hand out 
all the money the bank contained. Maple 
refused and Van Loon began shooting. 
Maple retreated to a place of safety, and just 
then Farmer William Vandemark entered to 
make a deposit. Seeing what was going on 
he turned and fied. Van Leon whirled 
around and tzhot the old farmer as he was 
Méeing down the steps. The desperado 
> then grabbed $1,206in cash and fied into a 
cornfield near the town. Twoof the bandit’s 
builets struck Cashier Maple, but his 
wounds were not serious. Vandemark 
lived only a few hours after he was shot. 
The hunt for the bandit was vigorous, the 
~ whole countryside joining in the chase, but 
he eluded his pursuers, and his capture did 
not follow until some months later, and it 
was thought for a time that the perpetrator 
ot the crime would never be known. 

Mr. B. Martin, a private detective of 
Galena, O., finally arrested Van Loon, and 
succeeded in establishing his guilt. 

Cashier Maple tells this story of the rob- 
Dery and murder: ‘‘Two men were in the 
Dank, myself and A. C. Syfert, at my wicket 
renewing notes. A boyish-looking fellow, 
with smooth face and dark brown coat and 
pants, with dark skull cap,came in. He 
walked upto the wicket and pointing the 
‘revolver, said: I want your money. I 
thought it was one of the town boys making 
sport because of so much show of firearms, 
and made a reply of some kind in that line, 
whereupon he blazed away. The first shot 
gave methis wound in the side, the second 
one in my arm and the third shot missed me. 
Ithen grabbed my revolver, which only had 
one load init, and fired. I shot too high, how. 
ever, and missed my man. He started out 
and met Wm. Vandemark just coming in. He

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DIVERS’ PARALYSIS. 


It Is a Singular Ailment and Acts in a 
Queer Way. 

**Divers’ paralysis,’* or caisson disease, ts 
avery singular, interesting ailment. It 18 
characterized bya partial paralysis of the 
lower limbs, which supervenes on the diver’s 
returning fromthe compressed atmosphere 
to the surface, says a writer inthe New York 
Ledger. A recent case illustrates the fact 
that patients who suffer only from paralytic 
symptoms usually recover. 

A man aged 34 was admitted into the Tor- 


bay Hospital, complaining of difficulty in 
walking and of numbness of the feet and the 
inner sides ofthe thighs. The patient was a 
well developed, muscular man, six feet 
four inches in height and weighing when 
in health 250 pounds. Three months ago he 
was diving in fifteen fathoms of water, and 
when he returned and was inthe actof re- 
moving the helmet of his diving dress he 
suddenly felt a numbness in both feet. 

On trying to walk he could only do so with 
great difficulty, and swayed about from side 
to side. Ue felt no pain in the back or legs. 
The dimculty which he experienced in walk- 
ing gradually increased, and after a few days 
his feet felt as if they were twoor three 
inches off the ground. He could not walk in 
the dark, and found it more difficult to walk 
when the ground was uneven. On admission 
the patient stood with his legs wide apart 
and could hardly walk without assistance. 
When walking alone he steadied himself with 
a stick or by holding on toa chair or table. 
His gait was slow and peculiar; the legs were 
extended and wide apart when he 
walked; the feet were lifted well off 
the grouhd and brought down rather 
sharply, and he rolled from side to side. He 
experienced great diculty in turning round, 
and could only do so very slowly and with 
assistance. His feet felt numb and as if they 
were not touching the ground. He could not 
wee his balance with his eyes shut, and he 
could not stand with his feet close together. 
There was absence of sensation along the 
upper two-thir ls of the inner aspect of the 
thighs and on the soles of the feet. Both 
limbs were well nourished and there was no 
apparent wasting, but the muscular power 
was, no doubt, greatiy diminished. There 
was no pain in the back or in the legs. 

The diver was kept atrestin bed, and was 
placed upon a light diet of fish, eggs, milk. 
etc,, and ten grains of ſodide of potassium 
were given three timesa day. He remained 
in the hospital for one month and then left 
at his own request. 


THE GREATNESS OF LONDON, 


Some Figures That Goto Show the Size of 
England’s Capital. 
From the Geographical Magazine. 

The London morning papers contain about 
10,000 advertisements every week. Over 400 
newspapers of all descriptions are published 
in London, two of which are printed inthe 
Spanish language. It is calculated that every 
week day morning, 1.000 miles of- London 
newspapers are given to the world 
by means of the rotary press. 
The combined circulation of these 
papers is over 30,000,000 we ekly; the expendli- 
ture for news in the capital alone would 


amount to at least £12,000a day. Ten million 
letters are delivered weekly in London by 
over 4,000 postmen, who walk together a 
distance equal to twice the circumference of 
the globe. Last year 10,000,000 postal articles 
passed through the general post-office a day 
at Christmas time, a total which 
has never before been reached in this or any 
other country. There are twelve postal de- 
liveries a day in the Eastern Circuit district. 

Londoners write more than 57,000 lettersa 
day, requiring thirty gallons of ink, a and each 
inhabitant receives On an average two let- 
tersaweek. There are said to be twice as 
many letters delivered yearly in the metrop- 
olis as in land, Wales and Scotland to- 
gether in the same time. 

The number of telegraph messages received 
in London last 2 was 6,000,000—a third of 
the telegrams ly dispatchea in England 
being sent from don offices; 10,000 miles 
of overhead telegraph wires almost shut out 
the + ig 8 Sandy Or over some of the London 
streets miles of similar wires 
worm by way underground, in company 
with the 8,200 miles of — pipes. and 4,500 
miles of water mains. There are well on to 

14,000 street hydrants in London. Twelve per 
cent of the water supply is drawn from 
artesian wells, and in one month Londoners 
obtained considerably over 87,000,000 gallons 
of water dally trom their famous river.

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LEGEND OF HELIGOLAND SAILORS. 


The Heavens Are the Roof of a Great 
House With the Earth as Foun iation. 


Erom the Gentlemen’s Magazine, 

Sylt sallors of Heligoland, in the North 
Frisian Islands, have a legend which com- 
pares the heaven to the roof of a great 
house, of which the heaven is the founda- 
tion. Every night the sun disappears at 
the western edge of the roof of the house, 
and then it becomes the property of the 
maidens who died unmarried, and they cut 
the sun into little bits, which the young 
men who have died bachelors have con- 
stantly to go up and down a ladder sticking 
into the roof’s corners to give light during 
the night. 

English sallors still tell the tale of the Mary 
Dun of Dover, whose boom was so big that it 
would alternately sweep the cliffs of Dover 
and the coast of Calais, whose captain, or 
men, for versions vary, went about on 
horses, and whose masts were so tall that 
those who clambered aloft as boys came back 
as grayhaired men.

GROWTH OF PAMPAS GRASS. 


In California It Is Known to Attain the 
Great Height of 20 Feet. 


In an article in the Overland Monthly it 18 
stated that pampas grass was first intro- 
duced into the United States in 1848 from 
South America, where the area covered 
by this grass amounts to 1.500, 000 
square miles. The plumes have been 
grown for market in California only since 
1872. From one tract of twenty-eight acres 
in that State, managed by a woman, 260,000 
plumes were sold in 1890. The soil and actual 
requirements are similar to those of corn, 
but as the female plants produce the dest 


plumes, itis customary to propagate by di- 
vision of roots in order to secure these. No 
plumes are borne the first year; the second 
year one plant will bear twenty-five plumes, 
the third year seventy-five and for three 
years following 100 or more, when the plant

SOMETHING IN THE EYE. 


Methods by Which Foreign Particles Can 
Be Gotten Rid OL 
From the Hygienic Doetor. 

Never needlessly expose the eyes to foreign 
particles, but when necessary wear plain 
glasses or goggles. When experimenting 
with chemicals always turn the mouth of the 
tube or bottle away fromthe face ana eyes. 
Whenever an eye is injured severely place 
the patient immediately in a dark room and 


under the cas ofa skilled physician, whose 
directions must de 3 followed, 
The foreign bodies may solids, as sand, 
cinders, hair, dirt, etc., ume, acids, or alka- 
lies.

If the silver men would consent to a repeal 
ofthe silver- purchasing clause of the Sher- 
man act, with the understanding that ata 
time to be named during the regular session 
the future status of silver as money shall be 
Oxed, the extra session could easily ter- 
minate by Sept.1. Following the passage of 
the repeal resolution, the only other busi. 
ness necessary to be done would be the 

authorization of the Ways and Means 
Committee to sit during the recess and 
prepare a tariff bill to be reported at 
the regular session. It is suggested 
that the Coipage Committee might be 
authorized to sit during the recess preparing 
financial legislation. The sentiment of the 
country could be sounded during the recess, 
the effect of the repeal of the Sherman act 

‘ mia be noted, and in the three recess 
aonthe the committee could reach a conclu- 
sion worthy the attention of Congress. It Is 
ot likely this proposition will be urged upon 
the silver men. They declare that they care 
1:othing for the Sherman act, that they will 
vote for its repeal if assured of the enact- 
ment to law of some good measure to take its 
place. They would have able representa- 
tives on the Coinage Committtee, and the in- 
terestg ol silver would be carefully pro- 
tected.

BURIED A WHOLE DAY. 


Sensations of a Man Under a Burden of 
Sani and Timbors. 
from the San Franciseo Examination. 

The funeral of Joseph Nelson took place in 
Oakland last week, and when the coffin was 
lowered into the grave he was burſed for the 
second time. The first burial was twenty- 
seven years ago, when he was entombed 
alive at the capture and explosion of Ft. 
Fisher, when he was buried in the debris for 


thirty-six hours before he was found, and 
then he was dug out for dead. 

Joseph Nelson was then a lad of 21, a vol- 
unteer in Co. F. of the Sixteenth New York 
Regiment and attached to Gen. Benjamin F. 
Butler's division. He was at the storming of 
Ft. Fisher under Gen. Ames, with a fleet 
under the command of Admiral Porter. Ft. 
Fisher was captured and when it was 
evacuated by the Confederates the magazine 
was fired, and when the Union forces took 
possession the fort was blown into the air 
and the Union troops with it. Mr. Nelson 
was buried many feet under the ruins and it 
was thirty-six hours before he was found. 

He was paralyzed from the burialand be- 
came a sufferer from sciatic rheumatism for 
his entire life from the effects of shock and 
exposure. He never recovered, but was for 
atime able to perform the duties of conduc- 
toronalight run on the Southern Pacific 
railroad. 

Mr. Nelson was not always willing to tell 
of his unusual experience of- being buried 
alive for such a length of time. He was very 
graphic in his account, however, and this is 
the way he told ft shortly before his death. 

It all seemed like a nightmare, or the 
things one fancies while in a fever. Fort 
F sher seemed to be on top of me with all the 
guns Cirected at me. I could neither move 
nor speak. Slowly I began to grow cold, so 
cold and numb that I began to wonder 111 
were dead. It began at my feet and crept up 
through my limbs and up my ge | until 1 
almost seemed to clutch at my eart. 
thought that it was death itself—but I — 
hear noise. It was very human noise, and 
sounds that told me only too ey that I 
was still alive—the cries the dying 
and wounded from battle and the explosion. 
They were Over me and around me—cries 
that made my already chilled body colder. 1 
could hear them everywhere, it seemed to 
me, the erles of those in greater pain than I, 
for they were wounded and mangled, while I 
—I was only cold. 

was buried upto the ig oy in the 
heavy sand of the breastworks 
was free. Over it some tim 
had become crossed and jammed, and they 
had formed a roof over my head. This I dia 
not know atthe time, I could ouy feel the 
terrible cold that benumbeq me, for the pres- 
sure of the sand around my body drove the 
4 back to my heart and left me without 
ecling. 

I could not move, my arms were buried in 
the sand and I was absolutely pinioned, I 
could breath and that was all. Then there 
came a great pain in my head. It seemed 
as if it Would Bars: and still Icould do nothj 
ing. I was helpless. I bardly kpew whethe 
I was alive or not. I wag conscious, for 
could hear the cries of the wounded, but 
that was all I knew, save that I could not 
move and that I was cold.

CLEVELAND’S LUCK. 


5 Arrives Home Just in Time to Escape &

Buzzarp’s Bar, July 6.—President Cleve- | 
land reached Gray Gables at 9:30p. m., last 
night, a few minutes before the beginning of 
the most violent thunder, hall and wind | 
storm that has swept over Buzzard's Bay for 
years.

THE CONDEMNED CHOCTAWS. 


Their Execution Postponed to Aug. 7— 
Motion for Retrial. 


WILBURTON, I. T., July 6.—The question as 
to what action Gov. Jones would take in the 
matter of commuting the sentence of the 
seven Choctaws now awaiting execution here 
has caused considerable excitement during 
the last few days. The Interior Department 
at Washington senta message to Gov. Jones 
asking if the Chief Magistrate of the Choc- 
taws had authority to commute the sentence. 
Gov. Jones did not reply to the com- 
munication, but postponed the execution 
from July 9 to Aug. 7, pending 
a motion for a rehearing of the case, It is 
generally conceded that if Gov. Jones should 
fully submit tothe demands of the general 
Government for a commutation on the 
ground that the men are political prisoners 
and not really murderers, such action would 
go far in allaying the bad blood engendered 
during the last Choctaw campaign. Special 
Inspector Sheldon of the Indian Service has 
been summoned to supersede Special Agent 
Faison inthe .Choctaw Nation as the repre- 
sentative of the United States Government in 
the matter of the seven condemned men. He 
can demand thecommutation, and, it is said, 
will have the authority to call out troops to 
prevent the execution.
